In Istanbul they find a man named Josef (JOSEPH 
DASSIN) and cut him in on the action because he's the 
owner of an unusual Wax Museum. Mainly they cut him in 
because he happens to be the brother of the producer. 
In any case, his wax figures are unusual in that they are 
made of ear-wax. This niakes them extremely life-like. 
By contrast, Josef looks like a wax statue. Now, among 
the wax figures is the famous Turkish Sultan similar to 
the one in the Topkapi Museum. And the wax Sultan 
wears a reproduction of the jeweled-dagger just like the 
original. The plan calls for Elizabeth to paint another 
duplicate of the dagger and later on make the switch. 
It's such an ingenious scheme the cops still haven't caught 
the mob that used it in another picture.

The group now requires a fall-guy. They try to get 
Elisha Cook, Jr. but he's not available and so they settle 
for a man named Arthur Simpson (PETER USTINOV), 
a small-time con-man working the tourist-trade in a busy 
Greek seaport. He's the type who sells you a watch that 
the guy next to you is still wearing. When we first see him 
he has a new racket— pilfering small animals from the 
zoo and selling them to pet shops. It seems that Arthur 
could have made it big as a jewel-thief too, but he's a mani- 
ac-klepto. He backs into stores and leaves things. But 
because he's such a greedy man— he once tried to sell his 
grandmother to a white-slave ring— Elizabeth feels he 
can easily be conned himself. And so they bait the trap by 
giving him $100 just to deliver a car to a 'Mr. Plimpton' 
at the Hilton Hotel in Istanbul. 


At the Turkish border however, Arthur is stopped and 
questioned by the guards. His passport is found to have 
expired. Smoke grenades and a rifle with telescopic sights 
are found in the car trunk. A package of heroin is discov- 
ered in the glove compartment. And a teenage girl is 
found bound and gagged in the back seat. This immediate- 
ly arouses the suspicions of the local gendarmes who book 
him for failing to stop at a stop-sign two miles back. 
Arthur yells 'Get me Roy Cohn! but they point out the 
lawyer is in Arab territory. Given his one chance for a 
phone call he messes it up by absent-mindedly putting a 
slug in the slot. He is finally released though, but only 
on condition that he work for Turkish counter-intelli- 
gence. Arthur now finds himself a man in the middle. 
And for a figure like Arthur has—it's a tight squeeze. 
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Meanwhile, the dynamic plan is now fully underway. 
The would-be thieves visit the Topkapi Museum to take 
an impression of the lock on the case in which the dagger 
is kept. To do this, they recruit Cedric (ROBERT 
MORLEY), an eccentric English inventor posing as “Mr. 
Plimpton.’ Cedric needs the money to finish his latest 
invention which he feels is the perfect medical cure— 
chicken soup that contains penicillin. Also recruited is 
Fischer (JESS HAHN), a professional strong-man. 
Fischer is so strong he can lift up the New York Sunday 
Times with one hand. Together, the group goes about 
its devious work right under the nose of a Museum guard. 
Luckily the guard just had his face lifted so there's plenty 
of room. 





Allis going well until the group runs into Geven (AKIM К ; 


TAMIROFF) who is a cook at the villa they are staying 
at. First of all, Geven is a terrible cook. He can louse 
up corn flakes. Once he clumsily spilled prune juice in the 
tapioca pudding and the guests didn't know if they were 
coming or going. Then again, Geven is a drunkard. He's 
still high from another picture. Once he saw a sign ‘Drink 
Canada Dry’ so he went up there. But worst of all, Geven 
is suspicious of the group and thinks they're a Russian 
spy ring. They figure he's been seeing too many Akim 
Tamiroff pictures. Nevertheless he's a threat, especially 
after he eavesdrops on their conversation.

Bugged by the 
new development, and suddenly remembering that the 
night the job is to be pulled he has two tickets to ‘Hello, 
Dolly!, Walter then announces he's moving the time-table 
up and the heist will be on that night.

One more accomplice is needed to complete the group's 
personnel. They find him in Giulio (GILLES SEGAL) 
who is a daredevil acrobat. Giulio is known as ‘The 
Human Fly'— not only by virtue of his gymnastic feats 
but because during the daytime he works in a zipper fac- 
tory. This man is such a contortionist he can get in and 
out of a Volkswagen without opening the door. Seeing 
him work you can't make head or tail of him. Anyhow, 
the next big scene finds Giulio, Arthur and Walter climb- 
ing to the roof of the Topkapi Museum where they plan 
to wait until the guards close for the day. It's a very 
suspensful ordeal, especially when Walter remembers 
that he forgot to put the pan back in his refrigerator 
after defrosting it. And the tension mounts when Arthur 
suddenly discovers he has to go to the men's room. Nev- 
ertheless they keep their vigil and to pass the time away 
they play "Initials of Famous Actors and Actresses." This 
Arthur wins by stumping them with P.U. for Peter 
Ustinov. As they sit and wait the trio is ever aware that 
the room in which the dagger is kept is rigged with a 
special alarm so sensitive that the slightest pressure on 
the floor will trigger it.

After many 
gripping moments he removes it without triggering the 
alarm, and replaces it with the imitation dagger created 
by Elizabeth.

He's great on walls and would have been a 
big star today if it weren't for the fact he has trouble 
walking on the ground. At any rate, this scene is packed 
with so much suspense it makes an Alfred Hitchkock 
movie look like a Jerry Lewis comedy.
